THRILLING NARRATIVE OF LIBBY PRISON. 



Southern Curbbkct.— Lieutenant McFad- 
en, of the 79th Indiana, has just returned 
b Libby Prison, and relates an amusing 
ierience in hia financial relations to the re- 
wjeliion. When captured he had $260 in 
greenbacks concealed, which he hoped to be 
able to keep. But the rebels either heard of 
it or suspected it, and made him give it up. 

They assured him that if he gave it up read- 
ily it should be restored to him on his re- 
lease, but if he refused and compelled a 
search he would lose it entirely, and find 
that things would not go well with him 
besides. He gave it up. On his release he 
found in the prison office $1,820 in Con- 
federate money ready for him, a3 the return 
of his own which had been promised him. 

He “couldn't see it.” He said to the Quar- 
termaster that he would rather have his own 
money. He was replied to that our money 
was not considered currency in that region, 
and he could not be allowed to take it. 
“Why,” retorted Mr. McFadden, "I read in the 
Whig of this city only this morning that the 
Yankee uw^fcney was worthless; that the 
^y^Tas bankrupt; and, if it is, why may 
I as well have my own money, especially 
bs I bad rather have it?” The officer replied 
hat “he wanted no words about it.” “But, 

[tersisted Mr. McFadden, “if my money is no 
Currency here, it can’t do you any good, and 
tf yours is worth anything it will do you some 
oood, aDd I am willing to take my little pile 
^instead of your big one; why not make 
the exchange?” This “poser” was met with 
the assurance that if he made any fur- 
ther controversy he should go at once to 
a cell and stay there. So he took 
the money. The Quartermaster instruct- 
ed a clerk to count it. Mr. McFadden 
interrupted this rather unnecessary operation 
with the remark, “I am in a great hurry, sir, 
and you need not wait to couot it. A few 
hundred dollars more or less will make no 
difference.” This came near sending him 
back to prison whether or no, bat he managed 
to avoid the peril and get out to find that a 
hackman refused to carry him to the boat, 
about a quarter of a mile from the prison, for 
one hundred dollars of his rebel money. Inis 
fact, as well as the more significant one that 
the Government officials themselves gave 
seven dollars of their money for one of ours, 

„ the legal, or at least legally recognized dif-

The Exemption Question. — For the benefit 
of those who may draw a prize in the forth- 
coming draft and fail to obtain exemption 
on the ground of physical disability or other 
causes, we will state that it is made the duty 
of the surgeon to examine every conscript 
who may report for duty; bat an order from 
the Provost Marshal General grants to every 
one the right to commute after having failed 
to procure exemption by any other means. 
The following is a copy of the order filed with 
conscripting Provost Marshals on the subject: 

• a person drafted into the military service of 
the United Stales, under the provisions of the 
act of March 3, 1863, chapter 73, for enrolling 
and calling out the national forces, and for 
other purposes, claiming exemption from draft 
by reason of any disability as provided in said 
act, has the right to have the question of his 
disability submitted to and passed upon by the 
Board of Enrolment, whose decision thereon 
is final. If the Board shall have decided that 
the claimant is liable to serve, he has the right 
after such decision against him to pay his com- 
mutation money, or furnish a substitute, 
within such extended time as may be fixed 
by order of the Board of Enrolment for his 
appearance for duty.” 

Camp Nelson.— Gen. Fry, at hia own request, has 
bwu retired as Comander of the Post at Camp Nel- 
son, and Col. P. G. Griffin, of the Sixth Now ilamp- 
ihire regiment, takeR his place. Gen. Fry still com- 
mands the District of Northern Central Kentucky. 

Capt. George C. Parker, A. A. Q. M., for some time 
paet in charge of trai sportation at Camp Nelson, has 
be<*fi relieved and assigned to duty on tho road be- 
tween that pest end Knoxville. Capt. L. C. Noble, 
formerly of the Pest at Lexington, takes his place. 

The Ninety-first Indiana regiment arrived at Camp 
Nelson about ten days since, from Russellville, and 
left on Thursday, for the front. 

The Govern meut bakery at Camp Nelson took fire 
one night last w ek. and burned to the ground. It is 
anpposed to be the werkof an incondiary. Anothor 
“• bakery is in course of erection. 

l Homer L. Gould, nephow of Major-General 
piurnside, and Post Sutler at Camp Nelson, was mar- 
ried on Thursday morning to Miss Mollio H&aelden, 
oaeof tho fairest of the fair flowers of Garrett county. 

Negbo Outback.— Wo learn from the Nashville 
Union, that, on Thursday last, a number sf negroes, 
accompanied by white men, all in the uniform of the 
Federa^fmy, and armed with muskets, went to the 
m 0 f Mr. Mart. Nolen, In Williamson, some 
wttn miles from Franklin, and made a desperate as- 
sault on him. A number of shots were fired at him, 
ono of which took effect, inflicting a dangerous 
wound. A post near him received eight balls. The 
m&raudlDg party subsequently entered his house, 
when one of them knocked Mrs. Nolen down with his 
gun, and, leaving her senseless on the floor, they pro- 
ceeded to help themselves to clothing and whatever 
Oise they wanted, making a clean swoop of the clothing, 
and then demolishing a portion of tho fnrnitare.

ANOTHER cnAPTER OP FIENDISH CRUELTY 8TATE- 
MENT OF DR. WM. FORRESTER, 5TH KY. CAVALRY. 

1 was captured on the 21st of September, 

1863, by the 8th Texas cavalry, in Cooper’s 
Gap of Lookout Mountain, fifteen miles from 
Chattanooga. At the same time some 200 
others'of Colonel Watkins’s 3d cavalry brig- 
ade fell into the hands of General Wheeler’s 

^The first act of Confederate kindness that I 
received was at the haads of a Captain, who 
threatened to blow my brains out for refusing 
to inform him of the direction taken by our 
retreating column. He also kindly relieved 
me of my sash, which I had refused to deliver 
to him. 

We were placed nnder charge of the 1st 
Kentucky (rebel) cavalry. To Capt. Witt, of 
this regiment, I am indebted for the preser- 
vation of my hat, coat, boots, and watch, 
which, but for his care, would most certainly 
have been taken from me. Numbers had al- 
ready been robbed. Almost every overcoat 
and blanket had been taken. 

It was amusing, even to a prisoner, to wit- 
ness the manner in which this robbery was 
committed. If a Federal soldier was the pos- 
sessor of a good hat or pair of boot3, a rebel 
would approach him, and, with mocking po- 
liteness, invite onr Fed. to “Come down oaten 
that ar hat; come np onien them ar boots.” 

Rather quickly, by some rough game that two 
played at, boots and hat changed possessor. 

In some instances the Union soldier would be 
permitted to pick up some pieces of leather 
aad felt to replace in some measure what had 
been taken from him. 

If the prisoner had provisions, he was con- 
siderately relieved of them.V That night ma- 
ny a rebel mess rejoiced over a nice warm cap 
of Y ankee coffee. 

About fifty wagons were captured, most of 
which, after being plundered, were burned, 
the teams having been taken off by the dri- 
vers in their escape. 

On the night of onr capture we were quar- 
tered in the camp of the 1st Kentucky cav- 
alry. And here I would gratefully acknowl- 
edge the kindness shown me by Dr. William 
Gault, surgeon of the regiment, who gener- 
ously shared his blanket and crust with me, 
and did everything in his power for onr 
wounded. My greeting also to Dr. Evans and 
Captain Rogers, also of the 1st Kentucky. 

It was a cold night; the men were put into 
a lot, without shelter and with very few blan- 
kets. They built a fire, keeping from freezing 
as best they could. No rations were issued.. 

On the following day (22d) we were escort- 
ed, by details from the 8th Texas, 11th Texas, 
and 1st Kentucky cavalry, under command of 
Lieut. Brooks, of the 1st Kentucky cavalry, 
to Tunnel Hill. Lieut. Brooks proved him 
self to be a kind and humane gentleman. 

We started early in the morning, marching 
until nearly midnight, making short halts 
every few miles to rest. The prisoners, being 
cavalrymen, were easily fatigued; besides, 
many were sick. Night came on by the time 
we reached Ringgold, the whole partywearly 
f ae ged out. Longing for rest, we certainly 
expected to remain in Rmggold until morn- 
iDg. But no; the inexorable man of author- 
ity ordered Lieut. Brooks to drive his prison- 
ers on. On we went. 

And as the weary herd pressed on, many a 
foot was blistered sore, many a parched tongue 
craved for water, many a throat became dry 
and parched, many a knee grew too weak to 
bear the wearied frame farther. 

For some the task was more than they could 
perform. Many dropped by the roadside ex- 
hausted. In these cases the guard showed 
more mercy and tenderness than we expected. 

A number of them dismounted, pat the ex- 
hausted prisoners upon their horses, them- 
selves in several instances leading the horses, 
which the riders were too weak to control. 

At last the longed-for end of the journey 
came, and we were turned out on the com- 
mons for the remainder ot the night. We 
could hardly be expected to eat without food 
or sleep without covering. Fiqally, about a 
pint of coarse cornmeai, for three men, and 
a small piece of bacon was brought to us, and 
devoured with a relish. How the meal was 
made into bread and baked I do not know. 
However, the Yankee soldier is very shift, and 
carries with him, even into captivity, his pro- 
pensity for burning rails. 

On the 23d we were moved to Dalton; on 
the 24th to Atlanta. Still no rations had been 
issued. 

The reason assigned was that they had 
nothing. Weary, hungry, and bUaketless, 
we were turned out upon the commons; con- 
fined to a small space by a company of Home- 
guards, who, with bright but trembling bayo- 
nets, compelled us to keep at a respectful 
distance. This space was horribly filthy, the 
ground without sod, covered by pebbles and 
jagged rocks. Here it was doubtless intended 
that we should repose and sweetly slumber. 
Heavy dews fell at night, and no wood was 
allowed. Our condition was anything but 
pleasant. 

On the 25th we received first one, and after- 
wards five, days' rations, consisting of a few 
crackers, and meat in proportion. Citizens 
who came to give or sell to the soldiers were 
driven away by tho guard. 

At night we were driven into “Hell’s Half 
Acre,” an enclosure surrounded by a plank 
wall some eighteen feet in height, with sen- 
tries walking their beats above us. We were 
guarded by graybacks with guns, and tor- 
mented by graybacks without guns. The lat- 
ter were very small and quite insinuating in 
their addressee, also said to be branded C. S. 
We called them Atlanta Home Guards. I 
can give but a passing notice of the “Hell's 
Half Acre;” yet it has a tragic history, which 
will yet come to light. A large number of 
deserters from Bragg's army were confined 
there waiting their fate; also a Tennessee Ma- 
jor, with ball and chain, brought by disease 
to a mere skeleton; for what cause, let those 
tell who kept him there until death released 
him. 

From Atlanta to Richmond, we were guard- 
ed by Texas, Alabama, and Georgia soldiers, 
commanded by Capt. John W. Turner, of the 
19th regiment South Carolina infantry. By 
him we were treated universally with kind- 
ness and courtesy. 

Arrived at Richmond on the let of October, 
11 P. M. The enlisted men were sent to vari- 
ous buildings ; the officers taken to the famous 
Libby. 

The sensation a prisoner feel3 upon seeing 
Libby for the first time is indescribable. He 
certainly feels as if he had already lost all of 
his friends, and now his own turn had come. 

In the office of the prison, as much of our 
money as could be heard from was taken from 
us and credited. No search was made. 

We were taken into the third story, directed 
down a dark pair of stairs into a darker room, 
and told to “go down that.” A horrible 
stench greeted us; the floor was wet, and cov- 
ered from one end to the other by human 
bodies. By climbing upon and under a large 
table in the room, we managed to find space 
upon which to lie. 

The rations of the officers we found to con- 
sist ol eight or ten ounces of light bread, two 
to four ounces ol spoiled or badly cured ba- 
con, smelling so badly that we were obliged 
to hold our nostrils in order to eat it 
In addition to this we received a small 
quantity of peas, full of worms, or, in lieu of 
peas, three quarts of rice, for fifty men. We 
afterwards received about four ounces of beef 
per day, instead of bacon, and corn bread 
took the place of wheat bread. 

At one time the ratio* of meat was stopped, 
two or three small frosted sweet potatoes be- 
ing given instead. The reason for issuing 
such potatoes being that they were commis- 
sary stores, and unless used would rot entire- 
ly. At times we received no food for two 



days. Then meat would b9 withheld for 
several daya, and the privilege of buying de- 
nied us. The surgeons left Libby on the 24th 
of November. On the 21st, 22d, 23d, and 24th, 
no meat had been given us, and the bread 
was of such character that we could scarcely 
eat it. On(the 20th of November tha prison- 
ers in Caatle Thunder had been nine days on 
bread and water. One of them, a citizen 
prisoner from Connecticut, named Thompson, 
bad received from home a box containing 

clothing, valued at perhaps $50, which he of- 
fered to give freely for one pound of meat. 
Sometimes our supply of wood was cut off for 
a day, though many cords were lying within 
twenty yards of our prison. 

It may well be a3ked how we could live on 
such fare. I am certain that not more than 
five officers of the hundreds in Libby lived 
for more than a week at any time upon the 
rations furnished by the prison authorities. 

Those who attempted it, from being too proud 
or too foolish to receive from their more for- 
tunate fellows, soon became lean, lank, ca- 
daverous frequenters of the kitchen to keep 
warm, or were sent as patients to ths hospital. 

We were divided off into messes of about 
thirty each, with one of the members as com- 
missary, who levied a weekly tax upon those 
who had money. This money was spent for 
vegetables to put into our soup and hash; 
sirup and burnt rye, to be used as coffee. We 
also divided ourselves into smaller messes of 
from four to six members, with a caterer, who 
would buy butter, eggs, coffee, meat, and ex- 
tra bread for his mess. When the market was 
denied us, long faces were decidedly in the 
ascendant. Besides the privilege of the mar- 
ket, officers are allowed to receive boxes of 
provisions from home. These boxes, I believe, 
are, almost without an exception, received by 
those to whom they are seat. 

The officers were confined in six rooms, 
each 43 feet wide by 102 feet in length. In 
one end of each room was the sink, which, 
often neglected, would become so offensive 
that we could scarcely bear the stench. The 
floors were frequently washed and scrubbed 
just before dark, and this gave us a wet 
floor to sleep upon, thus adding another item 
to the list of our discomforts. 

For a time many of the officers had no 
blankets or other bedding— the bare floor to 
lie upon, nothing to keep them warm. Very 
few had more than one blanket, until supplied 
by the U. S. Sanitary Commission and friends 
at home. There were no glass in the win- 
dows; hence many were compelled, by the 
cold wind whistling through, to pace the floor 
for half the night to save themselves from 
freezing. 

On November 20th the following prices 
were paid by officers in Libby Prison for the 
articles named: Flour per bbl, $200; meat of 

any kind per ft, $3; meal per bushel, $30; 
butter per ft, $6; eggs per dozen, $3; chickens 
per pair $12; one turkey, $30; sugar per ft, 

$5; coffee per ft, $12; pstatoes (sweet or Irish) 
per buBhel, $30; onions per dozen, $3; oysters 
per quart, $20; molasses per gallon, $24; ap- 
ples per' bbl, $60; nails, 20c apiece. These 

prices were paid in Confederate money, sev- 
en dollars of which wa3 worth one dollar in 
greenbacks. 

Such is but a faint description of the officers’ 
fare in Libby. -Of the private soldier’s con- 
dition I do not know enough to give a just 
idea. I do not believe pen can portray his 
sufferings. You have doubtless seen many 
accounts published by persons released from 
Richmond. Most of the accounts I believe to 
be true; yet much, very much, is still un- 
told. Those officers who have been to Belle 
Island tell of suffering and privation endured 
that make your blood run cold. 

I have seen prisoners, Federal soldiers, pick 
up old, hard, musty com bread out of the 
muddy gutters of the street, and eat it. I 
have seen them, when stooping for this bread, 
fall upon the ground from weakness — from 
what I believe to have been starvation. I 
have heard them, when offered clothing by 
the Federal officers, say, “Give us bread 
f\ r3 t — we are starving." I know that they 
were robbed of their blankets and clothing 
at Atlanta and in Richmond. I saw hundreds 
of them being sent off to Danville, without 
blankets, without overcoats, without shoes, 
without socks. I am certain that net one in 
fifty had a blanket. Our Government may 
well look after the prisoners taken to Daa- 
ville. 

The reasons assigned for such treatment 
were various. Sometimes because they could 
do uo better; sometimes it was as punishment 
for some petty offence. At other times it 
was— well, what? Perhaps the following ex- 
tract from the Richmond Examiner, of Oct. 
30, 1863, will throw some light upon the 
subject: 

The Yankee Government, under all the 
lawB of civilized warfare and the cartel, are 
entitled to these men, and, if they will not 
take them, let them be put where the cold 
weather and scant fare will thin thorn out in 
accordance with the laws of nature.

Washington, Dec. 11. 

The report of the General-in-Chief is a very 
engthy document, and is mainly a grand sum- 
mary of military operations since his last 
annual report. Referring to the Department 
of the Potomac the General* says Burnsides 
proposed change of base was not approved by 
him. Burnside therefore consented to cross his 
army by the fords of the Upper R*poa. h an- 
nork and then move down to seize the Heights 
of Fredericksburg, while a small fort* was to 
be sent north of the river to enable Haupt to 
reopen the railroad. This plan was assented 
to but not approved. _ 

Burnside, instead of crossing the Rappahan- 
nocK by fords, as he was expected to do 
marched his whole army down to the nor.n 
bank of that river. . , , 

Lee’s army in thei meantime had moved 
down to the south bank ot the river— at thi3 
time fordable a few miles above town— and 
Sumner asked permission to cross and occupy 
the heights, but it was refused; and no attempt 
was made to effect a passage till Dec. 1, by 
which time Lee’s army had been concen- 

U ' The’ alleged defeat which we suffered soon 
after, resulted from neglect to forward the 
pontoon train from Washington; whereas the 
lontoons were at Berlin, in the Army of the 
Potomac. The delay was thereforetore una- 
voidable, and on the investigation of matters 
Burnside pronounced it so. . ., - 

As to the situation of affairs in Grant s de- 
partment, the General-in-Chief says it has 
oeen alleged that Grant positively disobeyed 
the instructions of his superiors. It is hardly 
necessary to remark that Grant nwrer duo- 

Moreover, he has never complained that the 
Government did not furnish him all the means 
nod assistance in its power to facilitate the ex- 
ecution of any plan he saw fit to adopt. 

The General suggests that, as the rebel army 
lives upon the country through which it pass- 
es, the Federals do the same, as it will facili- 
tate the rapidity of movements. Our com- 
manders in the rebel States hardly ever find 
supplies, and in the border States it is diffi- 
cult to distinguish between loyal friends and 

enemies. . .. .. , 

In legard to sutler?, he says the entire abo- 
lition of the system would rid the army of the 
ineumbrance of sutlers’ wagons on a march, 
and the nuisance of sutlers’ stalls an o booths 
in camp. It would improve discipline and 
efficiency of government in many ways, and 
particularly by removing from camp the evil 
of drunkenness. 

It is not difficult for sutlers to act the part 
of spies, infamous smugglers, and contraband 
traders. The General thi nkB the court-martial 
too cumbrous a proceeding for the battlefield, 
and suggests some more speedy mode of pun- 
ishment. . . , _ „ _ 

It suggests that the Inspector-General s De- 
partment be merged into the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral’s Department. He recommends several 
reformations in relation to organization of 
regiments, brigades, and corps. He claims 
the cartel for the exchange of prisoners has 
been violated in relation to colored soldiers.

ll A i |cw ei duy8 fdnee. Gen. Hobaon. commanding the 
District of South Central Kentucky, dropped down 
suddenly and quietly into the town, and, without 
staff or shouldor-etrmps, quietly ensconced himself 
in the headquarters of Colonel Strickland, and there 
remained, ecarce anyone for two or three days aware 
of hia presence, accessible to every one, the same affa- 
ble true, old fashioned Kentucky gentleman that he 
\u»s bciore tho war. All the troops at this point, 
Officers and men alike, were much ploasod with tho 
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defeated tbe enemy with great slaughter. The 
rebels, with seven picked regiments, as- | 
saulted and attempted to take For: Sanders 
by storm, on last Sunday morning at day- 
light, The Fort is located on the left 
extremity of our line of trenches aud 
earthen works, north of the Holston river. 
The enemy was defeated after a desperate and 
hand-to-hand fight of half an hours dura- 
ration ana driven back in the wildest con- 
turiOD, leaving over three hundred dead and 
wounded on tbe field and two hundred and 
twenty prisoners in our hands. Cur own loss 
was less thaD oue-fourth that of the Confeder- 
ates. Three battle-fiRgs and seven hundred 
Etand of arms were captured by our forces. 
The ditch around the fort, after the assault, 
was filled with rebel dead and wounded. 
An armistice was agreed upon by the 
Generals commanding the opposing armies, 
and hostilities were suspended from 10 o clock 
A. M. till 7 o’clock P. M., in order that the 
dead might be buried and the wounded ex- 
changed and properly cared for. While the 
tiuce was pending, peace and silence pre- 
vailed, and, for the first time in fourteen days, 
onr pickets dared emerge from thoir rifle-pits, 
and our soldiers stalked with impunity upon 
the lines of breastworks and the parapets of 
tbe forts. While the work of disposing of the 
dead and wounded was progressing, some of 
ours and the rebel surgeons and other officers 
met upon the neutral ground between the two 
lines ot trenches, partook together of refresh- 
iLent? and commingled in social and friendly 
converse. Of the rebel officers present there 
was Gen. Grade, a tall, awkward, and un- 
gainly individual, with an angular visage and 
coarse, yellow hair. His mouth was bad, and, 
in default of molars, he munched bis tobacco | 
between the front teeth, talking rapidly the 
while, though rather unintelligibly, on ac- . 
count of a provoking impediment in hisspeech. | 
He was the oracle of the enemy. Gen. Grade 
pronounced the assault on Fort Sanders by 
the rebels as ill-advised and suicidal, and open- 
ly condemned Gen. Longstreet for permitting 
or ordering such a thing. 4 _ 

Simultaneous with the charge on 1‘ort San- 
ders, an attack was made by the enemy 
upon our forces on the south side of the river, 
nearly directly opposite Knoxsviile. Our 
arms were again victorious, and at 10 o’clock 
Gen. Mrnson reported the defeat ofthe enemy, 
with a loss of nearly one hundred killed and 
w ounded, and several prisoners. 

Cur supply of provisions can vet be made to 
last for twenty days, I thins. The para- 
mount difficulty we experience is the com- 
plete destitution of forage for the animals. 
Great numbers of homes and mules have been 
driven beyond the picket lines, and charitably 
turned loose to battle with (tarvation, yet 
a little while upon the barren mountains. Poor 
brutes!

REPORT OF POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The report of the Postmaster General states 
the receipts of the year at $11,103,789 59, and 
the expenditures at $11,314,200 84, leaving a 
deficiency of $150,417 25. Within another 
year it is expected to be self-sustaining. In 
1860 the excess of expenditures was $3,560,- 
566 25. The cost of postal service is $3,500,- 
000 less than before the rebellion, while the re- 
ceipts have increased more than $2,600,000. 
Tbe increase of revenue over 1862 is $2,863,- 
p68 69. 

The number of postoffices, including the 
rebel States, is 29,047, being an increase dur- 
ing the year of 172. The President appoints 
550 postmasters, and the Po3tmaster-Geueral

In July the system of delivering mail mat- 
ter by (carriers was put into operation at forty- 
nine of the larger offices. Exprieuce demon- 
strates tbat correspondence increases with 
every facility for its conduct Iu New York 
there were delivered by carriers 2,069,418 let- 
ters, and 1,810,717 were collected by them dur- 
ing the first quarter, being an increase of 
968 829 letters, or 25 per cent, over the last 
quarter ot the preceding year under the old 
sys'em. The postage on foreign letters was 
$1 225,675 21, an increase of $80,579 39 over 
lost year. Of this amount, $757,030 was col- 
lected in the United States and $467,636 22 in 
Europe. The postage on Canada letters was 
$225,743 30, or $47,989 70 over last year. Of 
this $124,480 45 was collected in the United 
States, and $101,262 85 in the British Prov- 

1D No progress has been made in negotiations 
for a new postal convention with Prussia. A 
grand International Postal Convention was 
held in Paris, in May last, and 31 articles 
agreed upon. Among other things, it is 
agreed that, wherever it is possible, prepay- 
ment on ordinary letters shall be at the op- 
tion o: the sender. Registered letters mu3t 
be prepaid in all cases. The metrical decimal 
system shall be adopted for international pos- 
tal relations, to the exclusion of every other 
system. Our object is to establish uniform 
rat-s for all countries, 'as far as possible. A re- 
ducion ct^postal rates, combined with a Urge 
increase of postal correspondence, will result 
from the new system. This Convention was held 
at tbe suggestion of the Hod. John A. Kassou, 
who wastbe able American representative in 
it The mail was carried by rail 22,871,658 
m les, at acostof 11 cents per mile; by steam- 
boat, 2,004,771 miles at 11 1-5 cents, and by 
other modes, 31,349,686 miles at D'A cents per 
mile The total cest of transportation, inclu- 
ding tbe salaries of agents, was $6,236,622. 
The increase of transportation over 1862 is 
2 793 490 miles, at a decrease in cost 0! $113,- 
258 The number of postoffices in operation 
during the jearwas 20,645. The number of 
deed letters received and examined was 2,550 - 
416 or 268,398 more than last year. Tbe 
number containing money was 18,527, amount- 
imrto $77,861, showing an increase of 8,052 
letters and iu money of $31,322. Of these, 
15 048’ were delivered to their owners, but 
many of them were sent out a second time, 
aDd some three or four times, before reaching 
tbim The number of dead letters covering 
valuable papers was 8,332, representing $15,- 
444 '77 81 The dead letters containing pho- 
tographs numbered 10,918; those containing 
iewelry, 764, and 897 with other articles. Of 
the whole number sent to the dead letter office, 
8 273 were restored to the writers. The loss 
of valuable letters from the army is largely 
traced to dishonest letter carriers in tho mili- 
tary service, and further loss is attributed to 
indifference and carelessness on the part of 
some who distribute mail mattetin our ar-

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IST We observe that a proposition is pend- 
ing in one branch of the General Assembly 
to postpone the election of a Federal Senator 
until a year hence. We doubt the wisdom of 
Such a step. It appears to ns to be fraught 
with evil. 

If the question of the election of a Senator 
had not been raised at all, possibly it might 
have been wise to let the question rest until 
the latest hour, though even in that event we 
confess we could have seen no good reason to 
impugn the wisdom of the solemn regulation 
of the General Assembly which requires the 
election to be made now; but, inasmuch as 
the question has been raised, and espe- 
cially as it has been raised to a pitch of inter- 
est above that of all other local questions of 
the hour, we think the sooner it is settled 
the better. It is an existing apple of discord 
in the politics of the State, and the longer it 
remains undetermined the greater will be the 
discord it breeds. Postponing it will not cast 
it back out of our ranks, but, on the contrary, 
Will keep it amongst us, and will clothe it 
with new and increasing powers for mischief. 
In our judgment, the wise course is promptly to 
meet and decide the question, according to the 
present law on the subject. Until the question 
is decided it will be a festering thorn in the side 
of the Legislature and a source of fever and 
of distraction to the State. We see in post- 
ponement nothing but evil. 

We have abstained in our columns, as our 
readers know, from any reference to the com- 
parative merits of the several prominent as- 
pirants to the Senatorship, believing that these 
aspirants are all worthy of the office, and that 
any interference on our part would be detri- 
mental rather than beneficial to the public 
cause; and, while we continue to entertain 
this belief, we of course shall adhere to this 
line of conduct. What we have said above 
is said with an eye single to the harmony and 
well-being of the Commonwealth. 

Jgf The fact that the rebellion is the joint 
work of the abolitionists and the secessionists 
has been often proclained, sometimes by abo- 
litionists, sometimes by secessionists, and 
Sometimes by the enemies of both.

In the course 
f this speech, he said, and hesaidexultingly, 
at upon this question of slavery “the Ure- 
ters of the Senth and the abolitionists of 
e North had had one bond of union;” that 
‘the latter undertook to kindle the Northern 
eart, forgetting that they would also fire the 
outhern heart;” and that “the former under- 
ok to fire the Southern heart, but little 
bought what a tremendous firing they would 
ive the Northern heart. The only difference 
as that the abolition fire was borrowed from 
eaven, and that of the fire-eaters from an- 
ther unmentionable place.” 

But this difference is not material to the 
:ue. Here, as a contemporary says, we have 
e fact boastingly presented by the head and 
ont of the American Anti-Slavery Society 
bat the secessionists of the South and the abol- 
ion fanatics of the North are the parties who 
ay rightfully claim all the honors, such as 
ey are, of involving the two sections in this 
rful, exhausting, and destructive civil war. 
he abolitionists of the one section produced 
e secessionists in the other; the two factions 
us brought out, although in antagonism to 
h other, commenced and continued to 
ay into each other’s hands until they split 
, on the line of slavery, several of our most 
tensive church organizations; and then, 

~r demolishing the old national whig party, 

:d next the old national democratic party, 
e secessionists plunged into this crazy rebel- 
n, and the abolitionists, with this invita- 
n, advanced their standard to the national 
pital. 

The results are before us in the costs and 
nseqnences of this disastrous war. The ab- 
itionists are rejoicing over their work.

;e secessionists, with all the waste and ruin 
hich this war has brought upon them, ac- 
pting it as a war of extermination, are 
hting with the stubbornness and blindness 
despair.

fgfToombs, in his recent speech before 
e Legislature of Georgia, gives the rebels 
t precious little aid and comfort.

(^'England seems to have taken some- 
what too rank a hold in dealing with her 
Japan troubles. The destruction of Kagosima, 
the capital of one of the Japanese Princes, is 
likely to cause her no little embarrassment. 
The position to which her diplomacy in Japan 
has led is indeed an awkward one. She 
wanted to trade with that country, and, by 
some means or other, succeeded in securing a 
treaty which it was thought would prove ef- 
fectual for the purpose; but when, at a later 
day, it became necessary to remind the Japa- 
nese Government of their treaty obligations, 
it was shown that as a matter ef fact no treaty 
existed. The Japanese represented that what- 
ever engagements might have been entered 
into by the subordinate authorities were null 
snd void, because inconsistent with the laws 
of Gongen Sama, which are supreme and 
fundamental. Moreover, the Mikado, or su- 
preme ruler, had never been a party to such 
a transaction. But these arguments availed 
nothing. England had suffered in the person 
of her subjects, and the honor of the nation 
must be vindicated. As long ago as Decem- 
ber In last year, Lord Russell sent instructions 
to the British representative abroad, in regard 
to the manner of exacting reparation for the 
murder of Mr. Richardson, not only from the 
Japanese Government but from the Prince of 
Satsuma, the more immediate offender — the 
Foreign Secretary being explicit in saying that 
the distinction between the government and 
the daimios is one that must be kept in view. 
Should redress be refused, it was suggested 
that measures of reprisal or blockade might 
be necessary. It turned out that the Japanese 
government consented to pay the indemnity 
demanded, after considerable discussion, and 
in addition offered a full apology, but to set- 
tle with the refractory daimio was another 
matter. The government professed to acqui- 
esce cheerfully in the effort to bring him to 
terms, and even offered to send a representa- 
tive to accompany the British squadron. As 
the event proved, however, the Tycoon pre- 
ferred to take no part in this movement. His 
disposition might have been favorable, but 
probably he feared to incur the responsibility 
involved. The fleet soon anchored in the 
Bay of Kagosima, where a chief, with numer- 
ous retainers, came on board, and, beside 
verbal communications, presented a despatch 
definding the action of the government; but 
all proving unsatisfactory, the Prince’s capi- 
tal was laid in ashes and his steamers burnt. 

The English press is widely at variance in 
criticizing the summary action thus taken by 
the British admiral. The London Star ap- 
pears to express the prevailing sentiment 
when it says: 

Authorized to capture a few Japanese ves- 
sels, to blockade a port, or at the most to de- 
molish a palace, they set fire to a populous 
city, watched its burning through a gloomy 
night, fed the conflagration with fresh s’now- 
e:s ot shot and shell on the calmer morning 
of the next day; and, as they steamed off 
forty -eight hours after the hellish work began, 
saw the smoke and flames still rolling over 
the ruined homes of a hundred and eighty 
tbcusand people. And these are the deeds of 
men ,wbo boast themselves the representa- 
tives of one of the most civilized ot nations I 
The Manchester Guardian finds nothing to 
r ntborize the “ruthless destruction of unof- 
fending towns:" and the remarks of the Lon- 
don News are of a similar purport. It is 
plain that the Japanese are uncompromising- 
ly opposed to foreign intercourse. They re- 
pudiate the treaty— they wish to be let alone. 
And now that satisfaction has been taken in 
full measure for the murder of a British sub- 
ject, the question remains to be decided 
whether a sanguinary war is justifiable for 
the purpose of extending trade. To allow the 
matter to rest where it is, is a virtual admis- 
sion of failure. The mere vindication of a 
principle— the assertion before the world that 
treaty obligations must be respected — is, in 
the estimation of British speculators, a hollow 
advantage, an empty triumph. They hoped 
to drive a bargain far.more profitable. 

t&~ The following extracts are from the 
New York Post, a radical journal: 

Yicksbcbq, Miss., Oct. 18, 1863. 

I notice in a New York paper of the issne 
of September 25th, a letter oil the “Freed- 
men of the Mississippi,” in which the writer 
speaks in high terms of the plan proposed by 
Mr. Fields and adopted by the President, or 
leasing the abandoned plantations along the 
river to loyal parties, under control of Com- 
missioners appointed by Government. 

I wish to make some statements in regard 
to the workings of that plan during the past 
season, having been in a position to observe 
its management and its results. Having vis- 
ited nearly all the leased plantations in the 
district or Northeastern Louisiana, where the 
plan has been tried, I know whereof 1 affirm, 
and I set down the management of these plan- 
tations and of the freed men on them as an 
unmitigated piece of villany, in which the 
capitalist reaps all the profits at the expense of 
the negro whom he hires; and I have no hesi- 
tancy in saying that the negro in this district 
has suffered more privations, and has been far 
more in a stats of servitude , if that were possi- 
ble, during the past six months, than when under 
the rule of his Southern master. 

The writer adds: 

The care which these people have received is 
amply shown by one look at the burial- 
grounds of the plantations, in any one of 
which can be found from twenty to two hun- 
dred graves of the victims of this hcuakb sys- 
tem. “ 

Of course the abolitionists will say this is 
all to be remedied. But it never ought to 
have occurred; they told us it would not 
occur — that the negro was ready and fit for 
freedom now. We say, as we hare often 
•aid, that it will occur wherever negroes 
are emancipated in large numbers. They 
will be the prey of the white man, without 
interest in their welfare, or in them, save to 
exact the last possible stroke of work from 
their miserable bodies, and then turn them 
out to die. Could this warffesult in emanci- 
pation of the negro, it would result also in 
his extermination by a series of miseries ter- 
rifying to the world, and infamous to those 
responsible for the act. The abolitionists 
would then not only have ruined the country, 
but have destroyed, also, the poor object of 
their pretended sympathies, and blackened 
the American name with undying disgrace. 

How to task Richmond.— Under this head, 
the New York Journal of Commerce pub- 
lishes the following letter: 

Nkw Yobs, Nov. 18, 1863. 

To the Editors of the Journal of Commerce: 
Gintlkmjsn: I read in your issue of to-day, 
from your Washington correspondence ot 
16th iDBt., that “it is rumored, in view of the 
fact that there are now 13,000 Union men suf- 
fering from want in the prisons of Richmond, 
that the President will issue a proclamation 
calling for 200,000 men, whose duty it will be 
to march on to Richmond to release our starv- 
ing soldiers there.” Your correspondent 
thinks the idea a good one, but not practica- 
ble. I beg leave to differ with him in this, 
and suggest that it is not only practicable, 
but it can be carried out successfully, quickly, 
and with more enthusiasm than has marked 
any undertaking since the war commenced, 
provided the right man is suffered to take 
command of the movement. In the first

■ontrabands. Three of jhe rebels were 
on the spot.

Crime — The frequency of blurgaries ar.d 
robfceiies in our city during the past few 
weeks, is beginning to alarm 'our citizens, 
and we hope it will lead to the establishment 
of a police force sufficient to protect us. The 
city is full of thieves. Every one at all con- 
versant with police matters is aware of this 
fact. From what we can learn, the same de- 
plorable state of affairs exist in other cities. 

At Indianapolis, one night la3t week, seven 
men were knocked down in various parts of 
the city, and robbed. Two men were slung- 
shotted in front of the Palmer House. One 
lost his watch. Another man was slung-shotted 
near the corner of Illinois and Washington 
streets, but before the thieves could get $1,400 
he had with him, passers-by interfered. A 
house was robbed of $400 and a gold watch. 
These crimes were committed between the 
hours of eight and nine o’clock in the even- 
ing. 

At St. Louis, the bold and dashing perform- 
ance of a number of scoundrels, a few even- 
ings since, in robbing two gentlemen on a 
street car of near $1,000, and the not less dar- 
ing act of another robber in taking, in broad 
daylight, from a periodical store, over $100 in 
Treasury notes — these and other incidents 
fully attest the assumption that thieve3, bur- 
glars, pick-pockets, muggers, canfidence men, 
and, indeed, scoundrels of every kind are at 
large is immense force. 

But we are not prepared to report, so soon 
after the notorious robbery of the United 
States Express office at that place some weeks 
since, a case in some degree rivalling that mag- 
nificent performance of abstracting $60,000, 
and leaving the party in charge of the office 
asleep with chloroform ! But we have to record 
a robbery as adroitly planned, and more suc- 
cessful than that stupendous exploit. The of- 
fice of the North Missouri Railroad was, some- 
time during Wednesday evening, robbed of 
between $25,000 and $27,000, and the “job,” 
to speak in professional parlance, was so ele- 
gantly executed, that it may have been done 
at any time between 3 K o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon and 8 o’clock Thursday morning, 
when the paymaster returned to the office, 
and “found the money gone.” 

This is truly a horrible state of affairs, and 
demands the immediate attention of the peo- 
ple in the different cities infested by the un- 
scrupulous villains. We would urge upon our 
citizens the necessity of taking measures at 
once to relieve the city of them. 

The Ladies’ Fair. — W e understand that the 
inference drawn from our notice of the La- 
dies’ Fair in yesterday’s issue left the impres- 
sion that the Fair was exclusively for the 
families of soldiers. It was not onr intention 
to make this discrimination, as there are 
numerous poor families in our city who have 
no connections in the army, but are no less 
worthy of the charities of our citizens. We 
are requested by the ladies having the Fair in 
charge to state that it is given for the benefit 
of the poor generally in our city, and the 
proceeds will be devpted, without any dis- 
crimination whatever, other than, to bestow 
them where they are most needed. We re- 
gret very much if anything we have said has 
tended to alienate any of our citizens from 
this noble work of charity, and we hope that 
this explanation will be deemed satisfactory 
by all who are disposed to help the poor of 
our city. The Fair opens on Monday even- 
ing, and will continue every night through- 
out the week.

Re-enlistment of Indiana Troops.— I t has 
been stated that the 10th Isdiana battery, in 
the Army of the Potomac, had concluded to 
re-enlist for the war. W e also learn that there 
is a general movement among Indiana troops 
in General Cruft’s command to re-enlist as 
veteran volunteers. The 9th Indiana have 
offered to re-enlist in a body, provided they 
can have thirty day9’ furlough. There is lit- 
tle doubt that this offer will be accepted. Th» 
9th is one of the best fighting regiments in 
the service, and in the battles of Lookout 
Mountain and Missionary Ridge won favora- 
ble mention for their gallant conduct. In the 
latter engagement the 9th Indiana had the ad- 
vance, and were so anxious to have the post 
of honor, that they refused to accept the offer 
of relief when it was tendered them. Two 
agents of the State of Indiana arrived at 
headquarters of the Army of the Cumberland 
on the 1st December, to urge the re-enlistment 
of their troops. 

I©' G uerillas are very troublesome in the 
border counties of Kentucky. The forces of 
Hughes, Ferguson, Smith, and Hamilton are 
in Cumberland county, south of the Cumber- 
land river, and they often make raids to the 
north side, and steal whatever they want. A 
portion of rebel cavalry are constantly on the 
north side of the river, at Burksville and 
Tompkinsville, but they generally fall back 
to the river when our forces advance. It is 
reported that these forces will unite into one 
band and advance in two columns from Burks- 
ville and Tompkinsville, forming a junction 
at Paces, in Barren county, and then advance 
and attack our forces stationed at Glasgow, 
and if successful, make a raid upon the Nash- 
ville lailrosd. 

Our Debt. — I t is now estimated that the 
expenses, up to the end of the next fiscal year, 
will be four thousand millions of dollars. The 
whole property in the United States, in 1869, 
was estimated at sixteen thousand millions. 
All the destruction and diminishing of prop- 
erty in the Southern States, is, of course, to 
be deducted for the estimated sixteen thousand 
millions.

Baltimore, Dec. 13. 

Tbe following despatch was received this 
morning: 

Fortress Monroe, Dec. 12. 

To C. C. Fulton, Baltimore American: 

Please give notice that the rebel authorities 
decline receiving any more packages or pro- 
visions for the Union prisoners, so that parties 
interested may refrain from forwarding any 
more goods to this point. 

(Signed) B. F. BUTLER, 

Major-General Commanding. 

Rev. Mr. Torrance, who went to City Point 
with Dr. C. C. Barkley, returned this morn- 
ing. He had an interview with Capt. Hatch, 
who was sent from Richmond to meet him. 
He informed him of the above decision of the 
rebel Government, and gave as a reason there- 
for, what they alleged to be an imputation 
on tbeir honor by the press and Government 
authorities, that they we.e not delivering the 
goods forwarded in good faith to the prison- 
ers, and asserted that, from his own knowl- 
edge, the officers in Libby Prison, from the 
immense supplies they received, could set a 
table from tbe stores on baud equal to any 
hotel in the United States. 

He admitted there had been some irregu- 
larities in the supplies at one time, but “he 
officers who bad been guilty of neglecting 
prisoners had been promptly relieved and 
punished. 

As to the bad condition of the prisoners re- 
turned to Annapolis, he said they were ex- 
treme cases of consumption, and that it. was 
a grave error on the part of the authorities to 
have allowed such prisoners to return. For 
the present nothing will be received but letters 
and enclosures of money, agd Southern money 
had better be sent. 

Fortrkss Monroe, Dec. 12. 

The Richmond Enquirer of the 10th and 
11th i3 received, from which we obtained the 
following: 

Charleston, Dec. 9, G P. M . — The enemy 
opened fire on the city, and threw eight shells. 
Moultrie aud James island batteries returned 
the fire, silencing the enemy. Five buildings 
were struck, but no person injured. 

Richmond, Dec. 11. — Yesterday, the Senate 
passed a bill prohibiting the employment of 
substitutes in the army. 

In the rebel Congress, on the 8th, Mr. Foote, 
of Tennessee, in a speech, said the President 
never visited the army without doing it an 
injury. Never has he visited any of our 
armies but what it has been followed by dis- 
asters. He charged him with almost having 
ruined the country, and said he would meet 
his champion anywhere to discuss it. 

Charleston, Dec. 10. — The enemy shelled 
the city between 10 and 11 o’clock last night 
and 3 and 4 o’clock this morning. Twenty 
ehots were thrown. Our batteries opened 
heavily upon the enemy during the shelling 
of the city. 

Second Despatch . — We have kept up a con- 
stant fire to-day, driving the enemy’s work- 
ing parties from Gregg and Wagner. No fir- 
ing of any account tu-Jay on Sumpter and no 
shelling of the city. 

Bristol, Dec. 10 — Longstreet’s forces are in 
line of battle at Rutledge. His rear is skir- 
mishing with the enemy. 

Washington, Dec. 12. 

The following was received at headquarters 
from Gen. Banks: 

Ths following despatch was received from 
Maj Gen. Washburne, while at Fort Esper- 
anza Pass, Cuballo, Matagorda Bay. The 
command of the bay gives ns substantially the 
control of Western Texas, and all important 
points on the east coast except Galveston. 

Fort Esperanza Dec. Id, at 1 A. M .— The 
rebels blew up the magazines of the fort, hav- 
ing evacuated it two hours before. It is a 
very large and complete work, bomb proof, 
and portably cased with railroad iron. It 
had a garrison of 1,500, who escaped all but 
six. By reason of the continuance of the gate 
the gunboats could not furnish me with 
launches to enable me to cut off their commu- 
nication, nor could they take part in the 
attack on the 29:.b. We drove them from all 
their earthworks, and advanced our sharp- 
shooters well up to the fort. We captured 10 
guns, ranging from 24 to 28 pounders. 

W T AsurKGTON, Dec. 13. 

The Chronicle of to-day publishes a rumor, 
which it is not able to verify, but beiives to 
be true, and which is not improbable, to the 
effect that Alex. H. Stephens and five others 
had come down to Fortress Monroe on a flag 
of truce boat with proposals of peace — that 
they asked to be received in their official 
character as Commissioners of the Southern 
Confederacy, but their request was refused. 
Inquiry was made this morning in a quarter 
where such a fact, if it existed, would proba- 
bly be known, but nothing was obtained con- 
firmatory of the rutaor. if any Commission- 
ers, or persons acting by authority of the rebel 
Government, made a visit to Fortress Monroe, 
it was in regard to the exchange of prisoners, 
which, for certain reasons, is more probable 
than the rumor referred to. 

Cairo, Dec. 12. 

Late accounts from below represent Mar- 
maduke endeavoring to unite his forces with 
Price, who was said to be crossing Red river 
into Texas. Price’s forces were much reduced, 
and would number less than 5,000. A large 
Federal force was pursuing him. The rebels 
are much disheartened. 

Thestezmer Platte Valley passed here with 
394 bales cotton for S*. Louis. 

Two deputy Provost Marshals, of this dis- 
trict, arrested two deserters of the 109th Il- 
linois near Dongola yesterday, when the de- 
serters attacked their captors, killed one out- 
right, and beat the other till he was insensi- 
ble. 1 he deserters escaped. 

New York, Dec. 13. 

The Herald’s Washington despatches men- 
tions rumor3 that a rebel commissioner was 
en route to Wa.-hington to prjpose terms of 
peace. 

Efforts are being made to add regiments of 
volunteer artillery to the regular army. 

All the Indiana soldiers iu the hospitals 
around Washington are to be removed to 
Indiannpolis. 

Tbe Herald’s Fortress Monroe letter of the 
11th, states that Gen. Butler had addressed a 
note to the rebel Commissioner Quid, accom- 
panying a package of vaccine matter for the 
relief of Union prisoners afflicted with small 
pox, and that he received a courteous response 
trout Mr. Ould. 

San Francisco, Dec. 11. 

News is received from the wrecking party 
who are engaged in searching for the treasure 
where the steamer Golden Gate was sunk 
last year. Four additional boxes of treasure 
have been recovered. Search will be con- 
tinued while the favorable season lasts. 

The Los Angelos Vigilance Committee have 
taken another prisoner from the possession of 
the sheriff, and hung him. He had been con- 
victed of an attempt to kill, and sentenced to 
ten years’ confinement in the penitentiary. 
Previously he had committed murder, con- 
fessing bis guilt. 

Fortress Monroe, Dee. 12. 

Tho steamship Circassian, Capt. Eaton, from 
Rio Grande on the 5th ultimo, has just ar- 
rived here. 

On the 9th, wbeu off Charleston, the Cir- 
cassian captured the blockade-runner Minna, 
with a valuable assorted cargo. She towed 
the Minna into Hampton Roads. The Captain 
cf the latter tried to sink her, bat the officers 
Qf the Circassian got ou board in time to save 
her. 

Washington, Dec. 12. 

The National League, in session here, has 
taken strong radical ground in Missouri mat- 
ters. A committee waited upon the President 
yesterday, and requested him to remove all 
obnoxious men from office in that State. 
Messrs. Bates and Blair, of the Cabinet, heart- 
ily support the President’s proclamation, and 
this disposes of the undisguised efforts to in- 
duce the President to dismiss them. 

New York, Dec. 12. 

It is rumored at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
that instructions have been received from the 
Secretary of tbe Navy at naval stations to 
despatch naval vessels to strengthen the block- 
ade off Wilmington. Seventeen or eighteen 
vessels are now in various stages of prepara- 
tion for sea at the navy yards, and rumor says 
ten or twelve of these have been ordered to 
the destination named, 

Chicago, Dec. 12. 

The Illinois Supreme Court, by a decision 
rendered to-day, has sustained Governor Yates 
in the action proroguing the Legislature last 
summer. Judges Walker and Breeze holding 
that the proclamation by the Governor, and 
acquiesced in by the General Assembly at the 
time, terminated its session on the loth of 
June. 

Portland, Me., Deo, 13. 

A despatch from Halifax this morning 
states that the steamer Chesapeake left Shel- 
burne on Saturday morning, with an increas- 
ed crew and three chaldrons of coal. She 
was supposed to be on the track of seme coal 
vessel.
